' Wednesday afternoon at 2 o'clock. 

It Is understood that action taken 
by the government to enforce the law 
will be made the basis of an appeal to 
tes'. its constitutionality, as It has been 
reported that if the law \vns enforced 
Jlr, Dunsmulr would appeal at once to 
the lilglier courts and carry the ques- 
tion to the privy council if necessary.

There Is nothing new in the situation 
here. At No. 1 shaft everything Is 
closed down, the cages are raised and 
off the chains, the flres are out and the 
Iiroperty is being looked after by tho 
watchman, while the mules, released 
from their stables In the mine, are now 
out at iiasturo with their shoes off.

FISHERIES COMMISSION. 

Tha personnel of the Fisheries Cnm- 
Jiiission lias been definitely iinnouin'ed. 
Two gonllernen of lii^'li stiinilintr, one in 
legal and the other in banking cireles, 
Qiare been selected for the purpose of 
anaklng exiaustiro enquiries into fishery 
conditions on this coast. Hon. Chief 
Justice Hunter and Mr. Cnnipboil 
Sweeny, of the Hank of ^rontreal. will 
bo assisted by Prof. I'rincc in an advis- 
ory capacity. It is anticipated that the 
State of Washington ivill appoint n 
similar commission, and •while there will 
not be an international coiiiniission, th3 
■two commissions will liave joint confer- 
ence.'?, and thus endeavor to arrive at a 
solution of some of tho problems that ■art' 
troubling our legislators on both sides of 
the lino. That a great deal of informa- 
tion will ho gathered, and a very nseful 
and o.vlinnstive report will be presented, 
may be taken for granted, as it would hp. 
difllcult to find three men more capable 
for nn investigation of the kind than 
those clio.sen. Prof. Prince h.is tlie ex- 
pert knowledge necessary to decide upon 
teelinical questions, while the other niem- 
liers ihave the legal experience required 
in taking evidence and thoroiighly .analyz- 
ing it, and the practical, b\isiness acumen 
of the trained banker. We do not. liow- 
over, look for tho results which shoul.l 
come of such a re])ort as will bo present- 
ed. This is the third commission on fish- 
ery matters that lias been appointed 
■within recent years. The two previous 
ones have been fruitless. The industry 
is no bettor than it was. It is. indeed, 
in a more unsatisfactory condition than 
ever. A. commission is a convenient 
method of getting rid of an unple.isant 
<lifllcult.v for llie tinu; being. The poli- 
tician who invented royal commissions 
was a real genius. The value of a 
commission dei)ends to a largo extent up- 
on the Jionesty of the Oovernnient ;ti 
donliiig wit-h its report. In nine cases 
out of ten the report is made .ind pub- 
lished, and by tlint time tlie people hav 
lorgotten all about it, or the politicians 
'with, axes to grind on their own or their 
constituents' part get in and prevent it 
from being adopted. In thi.s i)resent ease 
everything really depends upon wlictlier 
there will be co-operation ou the part of 
the .State of Washington and the beat of 
efforts on the part of both comTnlssion.=i 
are likely to come to naught in the Legls- 
laturo of ihat .State.

Changes and developments in foreign ar- 
niameuis and foreign lleets might make 
a redistribution of our own strength rle- 
sirable, all the same, and the best courso 
was to concentrate our .forces at tJie cen- 
tre of the Empire, so that it might be 
readily "i-adiali'd" if ueci'ssity arose, pp- 
on the question of invasion of India, the 
Premier sounded a solemn, though not 
an alarming, note. Bonaparte and the 
10mi)eror Paul of Russia luid believed in 
tho praeti<'al jiossiliility. and a certain 
amount of anxiety was always express- 
ed or dormant. Invasion of India from 
'th<' coast, in the absence of railways, 
was an illusory •project, yet the steady 
progress of Russia towards tlio .\fgliau 
frontier was bound to produce a serious 
situation. ."Vfter dissecting various 
phases of the Eastern dilliculty, and the 
light directed upon them by the lessons 
of experieuec .ind tlie suggestions of coii- 
tingeiiey, .Mr. Halfour ciiieliided that the 
problem of a war with Russia on our 
Xonliwesi frontier was a problem of 
transport and supply. "Hut," he added, 
"it ought, in my opinion, to h<> cousider- 
cii an act of dire<'t aggression upon this 
country if any attempt were made to 
build a railway in coiuieetioii with tlui 
'Russian strategic railways in Afghanis- 
tan." He did not believe Uiissia enter- 
tained such an idea, yet, if she ever did, 
no heavier blow could bo delivered at the 
heart of our Indian I'inipire. 



ON DEFENCE OF THE EMPIRE. 

The English papiTS corning to hand 
contain a full report of the great speccli 
made by Premier Balfour in the Uous;> 
of Commons in Ixindon on May 11. They 
als(j e.iii!:iiu conimoiits most f;ivnr:ilile to 
tlie position taken by liiiii, sad also niMuy 
ciinipliinents upon liis presentation of tho 
subject. Uo was oven congratulated by 
the leader of the Opposition, Sir Henry 
Cumpbcll-I!a niiorinan, who, wlii!i> imluU'- 
iiig in crit ici.-iii, really took no si'i-ion-- nb- 
jection. Uo was also coiigi-atukited 
by no less an authority than Sir Charles 
Dilke. As a parliamentary deliverance. 
It has pouii a Inn'j; vay to rdnibi' i ta te the 
Premier in the posilinii wlii. h he former 
ly occupied in his own party in the 
'House. He can be exceedingly happy in 
his treatment of a subject and can rise 
to heights when the oi'i-asion demands, 
lie has latent powers, the exercise of 
which fiurprises at times even his most 
intimate political friends. The Times 
designates ids latest effort as "an im- 
portinit and powerful Speech," and the 
Djily T.^l(>graiih describes it as "lirilliant 
and remarkable." Tho discussion of Im- 
perial defence, the latter says, 
wn.s raised "far above a [lolem- 
ic plane," I'liabliiig the cduii- 
try, as well as P.nrliament "to form 
a broad and compreliensivo idea of the 
riewa and intention.^ of His Majesty's 
Ministers upon aff.Tirs of the most su- 
pi-< ini' iniporlanre." 

It is quite imiiossible to attempt a fair 
synopsis within reasonable 4ipaco that 
would do Juatice to so large, a question, 
but, as chiefly ludieated in an excellent 
summary by the Telegraph, the Prime 
Minister devoted himself to a semi-iiis- 
torical survey of tho risks of invasion, 
and the theories which had been lieid 
with regard to it since the dnys of Draiic, 
I'^roliishcr and Hawkins, ^.'apoleoii had 
believed, with Philij) of Spain !ind the 
Uuko of Aledina-Sidonia, that lOn-lnnd 
was, capable of beins annexed, ,ind tiu> 
fear of conquest had continued up to the 
lifetime of "the great Duke of Wellington. 
Mr. Balfour crystallizeil the views of ex- 
perts by asserting that invasion of tho 
kingdom is nn idle fear. T;ikiiig and 
lealing various unfavorable hypotheses. 
And aBsniniug that all our powerful fleets 
■WBr'c "nway from home" «t the time of 
Iho organized descent, still the ])ro])o;-;- 
tioii ivas iiutcn.i hie. The attempt to liiiid 
unfriendly soldiers in crowded seas upon 
a hostile coast was pra(.'lii'ally visionary, 
iiord Roberts thought 7().0(X) invaders to 
ho the irreduciblo minimum. ICvcn with 
this limited number to convoy In its

Very many of tho present younger 
generation have not heard of the Hon. 
Wm. Macdougnll, news of whose deatli 
w«s announced about n week ago from 
Ottawa. Even to tlie older generatiiin 
of Cunndians liis name is not very 
familiar. He belonged rather to a period 
prior to Confederation, when his great- 
est Avork as a public man really ende<l. 
to the genenitioii which claimed as its 
most couspicuous figures such men as 
Cartior, Brown, Macdonald, Howe, 
I>'.A.rcy McGee and many others who 
will readily occur to readers. He was 
one of the l'"atliers of Confederation, and 
with George Brown joined with Sir .Tolin 
.Nfacdonald to bring It about. After 
Confederation he was appointed the first 
Lieutenant-CoveriKir of Jiauitoba. hut 
was turned back at the borders of that 
province by liiel's agents, a rebellion, 
with the latter at its head, 'being then in 
progress. His expedition was a failure, 
and nbcuit that episoile was •focnssed a 
keen controversy now historical. Whether 
to blame or not, his failure resulted in 
great loss of prestige and never after- 
wards was he able to take the same 
Iirominent part in public alT:iirs and 
exercise tho same iiillueiice he formerly 
hail done. Owing to his alliance for a 
time with the Conservatives he was not 
popular with the rank and file of tho 
I.iber.Tls, and he was ..it the same lime 
not acceptable to tlie Conservatives on 
aeconnt of his Liberal tendeucies. Ho 
was not a tractable party man and fre- 
<liiently ""liifted his point of view. For 
that reason he was known iii Canadian 
politics as "Wandering Willie," a name 
suggestive of tho unfriendly attitude 
iiiaiutaiiied towards him by both politi- 
cal [larties. Notwithstanding the lack 
of sympathy Vi'hicli hi^ ]iolitical cours(^ 
elicited, he was alwn.vs re<'ognized as a 
man of extraordinary ability and in- 
tegrity. He was one of the few men 
to be found in any walk of lif<', who was 
at the same time a finislii'il writer luid 
ii till. 'lit, elTeciive spcaki'f. iCilher as 
ii journalist or as a [lulilie speaker he 
liiid, in his priiiu' of life, f.'w. if ;iiiy, 
eiiuais in Canada. 'riiouu'li he 
did not, after (Confederation, com- 
mand a following or excrcis." niiy 
wi'I<-spre;i(l iiillueii' ", his i.pini ms always 
cionmaudcil respcii. On liic whole he 
may be regarded as oik' of the victims 
of political cir<'umstance.s. His career i 
did not do him justice as an able writer, j 
speaker anil lawyer. He lackcl tlie{ 
syiii]i.-i I l:y and personal ,il I riirtiveness, 
which bind men to leaiers. Nev- 
ertheless, Canada owes him » debt 
of grntilni'e for the valuable services 
he rendered in assisijn.r j,, In-inLrinL' aboal 
( 'mil'eili'rat Inn, and Tni- Lhe iiii|. jicnclcnce 
of spirit whii-li euaideil him to co-ojier- 
ato with his political opponents to save 
Canada at a time when its fate was 
'Ireiiibling in the balance.

MACDOUGALL IN HISTORY. 

Toronto News. 

Hon. Wm. .Macdouiiall appeared on the 
scene <if Cunadlan affairs ut a time wlien 
the Hue of cleavage between tho two 
political parties was becoming Indistinct, 
and reconstruction waa at hand. Would 
it he too fanciful to believe that his whole 
career was slKiped by tills beginning'/ la 
the early years of the Union, the parties 
were divided clearly by a uuestloii of real 
inmortance. Was self-government compud- 
ble with Urltlsh connection'/ There was at 
that time room for honest donht, each 
party according to its lights fought hon- 
estly, and the argument was ou .1 high 
ulaue. .Now this battle had been won. The 
vanaulshed, after the burst of anger whteli 
led to the mobldnu' of Hlgln niid the huni- 
Im; of the narllameut buUdluKS, were ex- 
hausted and despondent. The victors, after 
a period of elation, began to experience 
that discontent which comes of <llslllu- 
slou and the fallnrc of vague and extra- 
vatant hopes. The .roforinlnK zeal <d 
Baldwin and Lafontalne. thou;;h geinilni! 
and not unfruitful of Kood works, began to 
Klackeij. the Imnatlence of the more radi- 
cal deforiners. "the Clear Grits," found a 
voice In Macdougall's paper. The North 
American. 

The Clear Grits advocated the applica- 
tion of the elective principle to all offl- 

clals and institutions, universal suffrage, 
vote hv ballot, aholltlcii of property ijual- 
llleatlon for parliament, a liieil time for 
elections and for the assembling ■'>f the 
IcKlshimrc. the chcapenln;; and simpllfii'a- 
tlon iif Icl'mI orocedure, the secularization 
of the clergy reserves, the abolition of 
urlmoirenlture, the establishment of free 
trade and direct taxation. Like tihc bIi 
iiolnts of the Chartists, these proposals do 
not now look very alarming. Many of the 
reforms liave? been aecouiullshed. others .are 
reirardeil ;is fairly ooen to tllseusslon. lint 
ill tlH>.sc dnys the iirogramme seemed to 
.s.Mvor of rod republicanism. liven The 
(tlche. wliicU accepted some of the planks, 
ili iiounced others as revolatloaary and 
snri' to lend to annexation. Tho North 
.\Tnerb-an ns.salled 'IMie Globe with fury. 
';.N'm slackness there was found." lint n 
nree( ss of recoDst rnetlon was Kolng on In 
lietli iinrlies. endin:,' In another sharpl.v- 
ilr-Ii)ie,l , leiiviiL'i'. .\ conservative element 
of Ih. Kerm-in narlv known as Ilaldwln 
I!..fi.rn.cr,s. drlftcl (,ver to Macdonald, the 
i'le;ir Crils l,,|ni'.i r..ri-c,s with Itrnwn. The

■Mncdoneall and Brown dlsau'ri>cd In nip.iiv 
thincs. and their alliance wa^j ihsllned to 
be broken. But they were alike In their 
contempt for unmeaning party divisions. 



and In their desire to make a party the 
liistrninent tor earryini; out largo polldes. 
lioth were strong advocates of the union 
of the Northwest Territories with Caneda. 
' KotU took an active part In the Liberal 
convention of IHot), lu which It was re- 
solved that the legislative union of the 
Ciiuidna should bo dissolved, and its place 
takeu by a federal union. Both entered 
Into a coalition with Sir John Macdonald 
for the purpo.se of carrying out confedera- 
tion. About this step there was great dlt- 
fereiiee of opinion. Jtrown has been blam- 
ed for entering; this ministry, and blamed 
for leavluu' It. The Ontario Iteformers had 
urave iiilsj;lvlui,'s about his Joining hands 
'with his old enemy, were relieved when he 
left, and cons-ldercd that Maedougali and 
Howbiud, who remained In the mluletry, 
had ;;one over to 'Xorylsm. Such, ut least. 
Is the Impression conveyed by tho report 
of tho Ueform convention of ISuT. With- 
out DnssluK judKincnt on that matter, we 
imiy let .Mr. .'dacdougall speak for himself. 

MaedoiiKall at the convention took tho 
irrouiul. llrst. that the work of confeder- 
ation was not completed, and that it was 
Ills dutv to remain at his post; second, 
that confederation Involved riH-ons traction 
of parties, such as occurred thirty years 
before. "Toryism and Ueform. and all the 
rest of It. are burled with the pa.st. We 
have a clear state; a taliula rasa. There 
Is the constitution; there is the machine; 
work It. We liavo heard that tho Uoman 
Catholics are now to work with George 
Brown, because there are no longer ex- 
citing questions at iwne between them. 
New qiiostlons, I have no doubt, will 
arise, and I am not prepared to say there 
Bhonld not be parties. I hellcve that party 
1,'overameiit is n normal thlm;, and I <'0«ld 
start (luestlons tonlcht on whbdi (iiiestlons 
may arise." It Is Interesting to rend 
Alexander Mackenzie's reply. The old Is- 
sues still existed. The policy of tho Coii- 
pervatlves was to preserve old abuses, "a 
nollev of restriction and ecclesiastical des- 
potism." The policy of Iteformers was 
enuallty before the law, thnt no church or 
other institution Hhonld receive special 
privllecea from the state " 

On the acflulsltlon of the Northwest Ter- 
rltorlra by Cnimda, Mr. Macdougall was 
appointed lieutenant governor. He ■was 
turned back by agents of Rlel'e provisional 
council. It Is dlfflcult to understand why 
tho failure of the mission was laid at his 
door. He wa.s forcibly opposed, and he had 
no force at his command. One might as 
will have expected Mlbier, before the war 
dn South Africa, to walk to I»retorla and 
dictate terms to Kruccr. But Macdougall 
was not on cood terms with cither party, 
and there was a disposition In both to re- 
joice over his dlecomflturc. After this ho 
appears on tho scene Bomcwilint fitfully; 
yet when ho speaks there Is always somc- 
thlnc thnt arrests the attention; .<-oniethlag 
urave and commanding; KomcthIn;r that 
marks him out as an actor on a largpr 
stace than that .•)f fnotloo. With Confed- 
eration his work may he said to have end- 
ed. After thnt no ndcfluate Oeld eoenis to 
have been found fbr his unquestioned pow- 
er nnd public spirit.

POOR "JACK" MORRISH. 

If He Should Recover From Accident, 
Will Be Blind and Crippled. 

There is very little prosiicct that Turk 
Morrish, the un f ort ■iiial e victim of Weil- 
licsdny's dynamite explosion at .Mount 
Sicker, will ever again lie a fit man. His 
injuries are of .such a character that 
would have lieeu better far had Death 
toriiiiiialed his siiiTering at the time of 
his iiiisadventiire. for not only was the 
skllli fractured so that the throidiing of 
thp brain itself was miido visible, but 
Olio eye wa.s torn out completely and 
hung by shreds of tiesli, and tho jaw 
was broken and the face literally torn 
away. 

Tlio unlucky young man was still 

standing when help came to him after 
tli(» ex|dosion, holding his shattered eye. 
At the liosjiital ho is now snfferiiig uii- 
complnlningly — altliougli his agonies 
must he terrible imieed. If lie should 
rec-over — of which there is little ciiimce 
— it is all but certain that he will be 
blind for life, and crippled otlierwise. 

Tlu> accident occurred tlirougli the 
<lyiiaiiiite, set to thaw in tlie smithy, 
drnpiiiiig into the liot water. Tlie Jap- 
kiiiese ludper noted tlio prospect of an ex- 
plosion aiul called .Morrish's attoiUiou to 
it. Ho, without stopping to think of his 
licrsonal danger, carried it outside, and 
tlien — thoughtlessly and imprudently — 
stood watching it. The explosion follow- 
ed immediately thereafter. 

Slorrish is a sou of Capt. .Tohn Mor- 
rish, one of the earlier owners and lirst 
mnniiger of tlie famous Velvet mine in 
the Itosslaiid camp, the charge of which 
the son had for a time ujioii his father's 
ret urn to Eii^'laiid. He iii.'irrind about 
three years ago, and his wife is now with 
iiiiu — iilmost prostrated witli grief.

INSPECTORS LAID TRAP. 

Came to B. C. Islands and Placed Marks 
in Wool to Catch Smugglers. 

Ill connection with the arrest of Al- 
fi-f(l Burke, an old man who lives on 
Hhaw island, B. C, by United .States 
Icu.stoni.s Inspectors, It appears that the 
■Anierlctm otUcers came to Hrlllsh (.'o- 
luinlila to seciu-o evblence which lead 
to the arrest. Burice, who Is lield lor 
trial, has been released on bonds of 
$1,000, which he has furnished at Port 
Townsend. United States Customs In- 
.spectors Dean and Balllnger made the 
arrest. It seems that they had come 
into the wool-growing districts on the 
r?ritlsh Columbia islands and surrepti- 
tiou.sly placed wooden skewers In the 
wool of some of the ranchers. Then the 
inspector.s watched, and on .May 27 In- 
.sii.:-ct( ir ] )crui .saw Hnrke welKhin,!; wool 
on the rancli of A. B. .Stanford on Soutli 
jl'ender island, li. (', In this wool the 
insiieotor nolicr-d some wooden sKo", ers 
and tliere were similar articles in wocd 
jwliich he aflerwai'ds saw Burke load 
I in ;l small boat. I.,it.'r Dean, in com- 
'iKiny with Insiiector llallinKer, went to 
;iip' warehouse of tlie H-enoral stm-e of 
\\\'. K. .Sulhorland, wlio lives on Orcas 
|isl,ind. \\'ashln,L;toii. and tliei-o wool 
jwas fceand containing skewers, which 
.the inspectors state are those placed in 
Iwool In British Columbia territory by 
jthem. Burke and Sutherland were ar 
rested by the olficials. 



Dan. Steele, n hunter of the sealing 
schooner Atrnos G. Uonalioe, who es- 
caped from UrUKuay after the seizure 
of the .schooner and imprlsonineut of 
her crew, has arrived liome, having 
come from Montevideo to San Fran- 
cisco by the Union Steamship Com- 
pany's steamer Camosun, and thence 
to Seattle by the steamer Cententllal. 
Yesterday, in conversation with a Colo- 
nist reporter, he gave a clear state- 
ment oi: the, seizure ol the veasel and 
adventures of her company. 

Mr. Steely left Vjctorla as a hunter 
of the schooner Enterprise when she 
was sent to the South American seal- 
ing ground.'!, and when on the sealing 
grounds he transferred to the Agnes G. 
Donahoe. He joined Captain Balconi's 
vessel on .-Vprll 'i3, IDO-l. and wintered 
at I'ort Stanley with her, 

Uegardlng the disastrous cruise of 
the Agues G. Donahoe, Steele said yes- 
terday: "We left Port Stanley In Iho 
Donahoe f<n- the sealing grounds off 
the River Platte on Gctober S of last 
year, and after we liad been lumtiug for 
a couple of weeks it was found that the 
water wo had In the tanks was going 
bad; It was taken from tlie Kalklaiid 
islands, and as it had been running 
thi-ough the iieat bogs It was not good; 
It gave us cramps in the stomach when 
wo drank It. Captain Ryan decided to 
go somewhere and get a freali supply 
of water. He looked In his <llrectory 
and noted a place where 'It saiil fresh 
water could be secured. On November 
10 we came to a place, getting there 
about \ o'clock in the afternoon. U 
was too rough to make a landing that 
night, and we derld.-d to bay off tmtll 
morning. 'I'heii we intended to try to 
land. I don't know the name of the 
place; it w.as on the Uruguayan cn.ist. 
Went to Get) Water, 
"it was too rough to land on the fol- 
lowing day, November 11, end we made 
sail and stood off shore. The wind was 
light; about a two-knot breeze was 
blowing. Captain Ryan had taken a 
igbt that morning and corrected his 
hronometer. We were then four and 
, half miles from sliore. Suddenly 
S(Hneone noticed a small steamer coin- 
np the coast. The steamer '.v:is 
slanting seaward frcjm the shore and 
the course we were heading with the 
schooner brought us In an oblique line 
toward the steamer. Some of us look- 
ed at the steamer and noticed that ahe 
looked like a cutter. 

Someone said to Captain Kyan: 
'Ciiptaln, I think that's a cutter." He 
didn't take any notice. The steamer 
came up and didn't sIgTtal, though she 
had a pennant flying. She suddenly 
fired a shot, then anotlier — three In 
quick succession. The Ijalls Hew about 
us close to the vessel, the wind of some 
of them showing they came unpleas- 
antly close. The/ came within a few- 
yards of us, making the men duck their 
heads. 

"We got the sails down very qulclcly 
then, and hove to as <iulckly as pos- 
sible The cutter — she turned out to ho 
a. cutter — steamed around our stern, 
and her cantain sung out for Ciiptaln' 
R.van to come on board. He H|)oke in 
broken Kngllsh, of which he knew only 
a few words. When he stild: 'Capltano, 
come-a abor",' Captain Ryan lowered a 
boat and he and three men went on 
board the cutter.
